More than 20,000 elk, the greatest 
number since 1890, roam the slopes 
of the Rocky mountains in Colorado, 
despite the fact they have been the 
targets for hunters during 10 con- 
secutive open seasons, the U. 8S. 
forest service reported. 

The present elk population in 14 
national forests in the state, which 
harbor approximately 95 per cent 
of the .total number, has been esti- 
mated at 20,000 head by the regional 
pffice of the forest service here,
